neutered the Soviet Union. 

Russia’s brutal Soviet-style invasion of 
the relatively small and decidedly demo- 
cratic nation Georgia this past week 
may not have been enough provoke 
“better-dead-than-red” backlash here in 
the United 
States. But 
the Rus- 
sian tanks 
that rumbled 
toward the Black Sea 
must have made former Soviet 
citizens (such as the independent 
people the Ukraine) and former Soviet 
clients (say, in Poland and the Czech Re- 
public) more than bit nervous. 

The Kremlin has been off its 
game for much the past 
years. Losing control of Eastern 
Europe and watching the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics dis- 
solve into 15 different nations 
must have been a bummer. 

Now, thanks to the corrupt and 
anti-democratic leadership Vladi- 
mir Putin, together with multi- 
billion surge in treasure from oil 
and natural gas, Russia again flexing its 
muscles. 

Putin, having squelched Chechnyan 
rebels in two multi-year rounds of bloody 
fighting, was emboldened to deal with 
the Georgians, who Russians traditionally 
consider to be obstreperous upstarts. The 
Kremlin likes its neighbors tame. 

Georgia, with 4.6 million people (a bit 
than half the population New York 
City), was perhaps the most pro- 
American of the former Soviet Republics: 
witness the 2000 troops that nation com- 
mitted to President Bush’s Iraq War. 

The ostensible trigger for the invasion 
was the desire of provinces in western 
Georgia break away and affiliate with 
Russia. Georgian president Mikheil Saa- 
kashvili, an admirable democrat who nev- 
ertheless is considered a loose cannon by 
diplomatic standards, appears not have 
handled the situation well. Two weeks 
ago, the long-simmering conflict erupted 
into mortar fire along the border, prompt- 

ng air strikes from the Kremlin soon 
thereafter, as Russian troops and armored 
forces entered the fray in support of the 
splinter region. Early Wednesday, a cease 
fire was agreed upon by both sides 
peace remains tenuous

pretext for the Russian war. The underlying 
reason has more with the misguided 
American policy seeking integrate such 
former Soviet Republics Georgia and the 
Ukraine, and such former subject Eastern Eu- 
ropean nations Poland, into the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization (NATO) — against 
protestations. 

The goal the neo-conservative foreign- 
policy cowboys who lease what passes for 
President Bush's brain is to try to hem in 
Russia along its western borders. theory, 
this sounds reasonable. But practice, 


dangerous and needlessly provoca- 
tive. Disregarding Russia’s geopolitical 
concerns the region much like our 
foray into Iraq example American 
imperial overreach. 

Make no mistake: Russia's invasion is 
an international outrage. But the US and 
European powers now find themselves 
difficult position, unable give full vent 
to their concerns: the US because it was 
complicit in angering Russia on the NATO 
issue; the European Union because it is a 
prisoner Russian energy, which fuels 
its economy. In this case, the liberty, au- 
tonomy, and lives of Georgians are expend- 
able when compared with the material 
well-being of the larger Western European 
nations. It is a less than noble reality. 

While Western Europe's appetite for oil 
and natural gas is not as profligate as that of 
the United States, it is still considerable. As 
a result, the western industrialized democ- 
racies are, to an uncomfortable extent, often 
constrained by wishes of the world’s two en- 
ergy superpowers, Saudi Arabia and Russia. 

Could a more energy self-sufficient 

Europe and the US have prevented the Rus- 
ian invasion of Gec rgia? Perhaps not. But 
it would have allowed for at least a more

and independence elsewhere, the 
American tradition, but refusing fail- 
ing provide muscle when needed. 

Republican presidential hopeful John 
McCain was operating within that same 
petulant tradition when declared that 
“We are all Georgians.” Noble words, for 
sure. But, in the current context, they are 
ultimately meaningless. 

As we noted this past week, the Beijing 
Olympics mark the symbolic formalization 
modern China’s emergence in- 
ternational superpower. There nothing 
symbolic about Russia’s war on Georgia. 
Taken together, these events are a sober- 
ing reminder that the world dangerous 

place, and that whether the likes 

or not, we will have to increas- 
ingly take into account the 
Russian and Chinese views 
the world. The issue

is Iran, and 
whether it 
will al- 
lowed de- 
velop nuclear 
weapons.

all this, Democrats have rea- 
son concerned even if, the 
moment, their confidence has been 
bolstered by the mostly glowing press 
coverage their nominee has received.

rest Reefer Madness fails measure 
the hype. ‘True, it offers crazy piano playing, 
hot jitterbugging, an off-screen drug-addled 
tryst, attempted rape, accidental 
shooting, and a trip to the loony bin, but 
when I saw it decades after it opened, it was 
about as exciting and funny as my first (or 
was it my thousandth7?) hit of hashish while 
listening “Stairway Heaven.” Audiences 
of the 1930s agreed, and along with other 
such films as Assassin of Youth (1937), it failed to 
catch on. 

Until, that is, 1971, when Keith Stroup of 
the National Organization for the Reform 
Marijuana Laws bought the print and turned 
into popular midnight movie. Laugh 
the cornball melodrama all you want, 
latter-day stoners, but maybe it worked after 
all. Hardly any more marijuana movies were 
made for decades, and apparently nobody 
smoked the stuff except for jazz musicians, 
beatniks, and Norman Mailer.

What was | talking about again? Oh, yeah. 
Even before the instituted pot cultural 
phenomenon, a few movies showed the way. 
As early as 1955, High School Confidential depicted 
“weedheads” representatives teenaged 
tebellion — and perdition. In 1958, Orson 
Welles’s masterpiece Touch Evil presented 
preview the War Drugs come. Welles 
plays crapulous Hank Quinlan, head of a 
border-town police department, who works 
covertly with the local Mexican drug dealer to 
maintain the status quo. They ally to counter 
such threats Charlton Heston’s crusading 
anti-drug DA. The dealer kidnaps the DA’s An- 
glo wife (Janet Leigh) frame her for drug use 
and murder, getting her stoned and locking 
her nude motel room with bunch 
leather-clad dope heads, led by, of all people, 
Mercedes McCambridge.

More to the a these two films estab- 
lished the two functions marijuana would 
soon come to serve — both in movies and 
society whole: subversion and repression. 
Dropouts and revolutionaries would seek to 
overthrow the establishment smoking 
pot; the establishment would oblige them 
by tossing their asses in jail on drug charges. 
Eventually, the establishment would realize 
that it didn’t even need to arrest them — the 
drug itself renders the populace indifferent to 
political change incapable achieving it. 

turned out, most the pot smoking 
the took place the real world, not 
the movies. the few films which pot fig- 
ured, the narrative usually worked thusly: a 
dilettantish fugitive from the “straight” world 
is initiated into the counterculture, smokes a 
few joints, has his (and it is almost always a 
he) heart broken by a hippie girl, and returns 
to bourgeois comfort sadder but wiser. In Paul 
Mazursky’s charming but innocuous I Love You, 
Alice B. Toklas (1968), Peter Sellers plays a prim 
lawyer who falls for a flower child, smokes 
some herb, and learns his lesson. A few years 
later, Milos Forman’s first (and seldom seen) 
American film Taking Off (1971) offered a darker 
take on a similar theme, as middle-class par- 
ents pursue their dropout teenage daughter 
and get taste what she’s been ina 
hilarious scene in which they join other par- 
ents in a seminar on how to smoke a joint. 

For the most part, though, the 
movies skipped the int ermediary drug and 
went straight for the hard stuff usually 
psychedelics, such LSD, mescaline, and 
magic mushrooms. In Psych Out (1968), Jack 
Nicholson plays character called “Stoney” 
who helps deaf teenage runaway look for 
her brother Haight-Ashbury. She finds 
instead bad trips and the Strawberry Alarm 
Clock.

THEY CALL THEM DOPES? 

Prior to the mid ’7os, one of the key effects 

of “marihuana’s” effects (as listed in the 
prologue to Reefer Madness, anyway) had been 
missing: sudden, violent, and uncontrol- 
lable laughter. Hence the success of Cheech & 
Chong’s Upin Smoke, the first four increas- 
ingly inane but classic stoner movies they 
would roll out over the next five years. Not 
only did they mellow out the earnestness of 
previous drug movies with dumbass buffoon- 
ery, but they drew the template for most 
stoner movies to come. To wit, the Stoner 
Movie Template: 


1) Two (sometimes more) dumb, latently 
homosexual stoner buddies as protagonists 

Adumb, arrogant, entitled, and uptight 
cop authority figure antagonist 

3) Asilly quest (for weed, usually) or a 
paranoid flight (from the cops, the heebie- 
jeebies), or both 

Aconcluding conflagration confron- 
tation, in which everyone usually gets high 


Other, optional elements include: 

Anoisy and malodorous bowel move- 
ment plot device 

2) A roach (or other lit object) falling into 
the lap someone driving car 


3) Women ranking behind dope and food — 


but ahead of beer — as objects of desire 

4) Anew and/or bizarre cannabis-delivery 
system 

5) Amaddening, unending circularity, not 
unlike own bad experiences with pot 


Okay, that last one little subjective. 
But the other categories are pretty consistent. 
course, there’s bridge between the 


and the idiotic stoners 

today. find it, first it’s 
necessary to ponder the great 
smoke-out that began with 
the Reagan years, the era of

(“You never fuck me and I 
always drive”) Drugstore Cowboy 
(1989) and My Own Private Idaho 
(1991). Or Generation X burn- 
outs like Less than Zero (1987) 
and Bright Lights, Big City (1988). 
And don’t forget Brian 
Scarface (1983), which 
doubt has scared straight 
a generation of gangstas wearing Tony 
Montana T-shirts. 

Despite the crackdown, however, a spark 
of the Upin Smoke legacy still glowed. Like Sean 
at Ridgemont High (1982), this unsavory element 
was marginalized society (and was only

Adventure (1989), a doper comedy pe dope. 
But when the real deal finally returned, the 
generation that had engendered it had come 
of age, ushering in a variation on the stoner 
comedy, a subgenre I'll call . . . 


FLASHBACKS

for the good old days. This stoned-age nos- 
talgia not only sparked a new kind of stoner 
movie, but also started making the genre, 
the practice, respectable. early ex- 
ample Bill Murray Hunter Thompson 
in the widely despised Where the Buffalo Roam 
(1980) Thompson would resurrected 
Johnny Depp in 1998 in Terry Gilliam’s far 
superior but equally scorned Fear and Loathing 
Las Vegas. Other examples include Oliver 

tone’s Platoon (1986), which features scene 
which Willem Dafoe literally takes 
shotgun and blows ganja smoke into Charlie 
Sheen’s mouth the Richard 
—— er’s latter-day American Graffiti, Dazed and 

onfused (1993); and Cameron Crowe’ s Almost 
po 10us (2000), his memoir of covering rock 
and roll teenage journalist for Rolling Stone 
in the 1970s. 
These films are period pieces looking 


EVIL FORESHADOWING At the end of Touch 
of Evil, janet Leigh gets baked, naked, and 
trapped motel with leather-clad stoners 
preview our own War Drugs. 
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back at weed’s salad days. What about the 
aging potheads themselves? People like 
Bill Clinton, our chief executive from 1992 
to 2000, or George W. Bush, his successor, 
who both tried dispel the traces their 
former indulgences like teenager spraying 
air freshener? more poignantly, what 
about those who had the courage to stick to 
their (potential drug) convictions? Like the 
legendary Tommy Chong himself, who, 

as seen in Josh Gilbert’s 2005 documentary 
Chong, tried make ends meet 
his post-Smoke-sequel, pre-Cheech 
Chong reunion days by selling bongs and 
other paraphernalia online? That is, until 

multi-million-dollar sting operation con- 
ducted by eager-beavers in John Ashcroft’s 
Department Justice nailed his ass and 
sent him prison. You can run but you 
can’t hide, evildoer! 

Chong’s fictional counterparts don’t 
make out much better. Jeff Bridges’s “the 
Dude” the Coen Brothers The Big Lebowski 
(1998) vaguely recalls smoking dope and 
occupying university buildings once upon 
time, but all he cares about now (it’s 1991, 
during the buildup the first Gulf War) 
smoking dope, drinking “Caucasians,” and 
maybe bowling (does fact roll single 
ball the entire movie?). That changes 
when a case of mistaken identity ends with 
his rug getting peed on, compounded 
case mistaken Egged his 
pal Walter (John Goodman), whose 
past has been stirred the senior 
anti-Iraq rhetoric, the Dude decides that this 
outrage against his carpet “will not stand.” 
For his troubles, he ends up in a dopey noir- 
ish nightmare involving nihilists, pornog- 
rapher, and Busby produc- 
tion number starring Julianne Moore and 
Saddam Hussein set bowling alley. 

The Dude, nonetheless, abides. So, too, 
does Lester (Kevin Spacey), in Sam Mendes’s 
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Oscar-winning American Beauty (1999). Lester inef- 
fectually protests his suburban domesticity 
lusting after minor and buying dope from 
disturbed teenaged neighbor. Barely abiding also 
Grady Tripp, Michael Douglas’s academic/nov- 
elist Curtis adaptation Michael 
Chabon’s Wonder Tripp tries break 
out his funk going silly quest with 
gay protégé (Tobey Maguire) and flirtatious 
co-ed (Katie Holmes). Neither of these counter- 
cultural relics accomplishes much, other than 
idling away the time getting stoned. And, sadly 
for them, that practice longer even had the 
cachet being subversive. 


SMART BONGS 

While the codgers puffed their pipes and remi- 
nisced, a new generation of stoners was tak- 

ing shape. True, there were throwbacks the 
morons of the past in films like RoadTrip (2000) 
and Dude, Where's My Car (2000). But with Kevin 
Smith's Clerks (1994), a wise-ass savviness com- 
plemented the typical stoner sloth and puerility. 
Maybe the point the genre came with 
Bob (“Everybody must get stoned”) Dylan’s son 
Jesse’s debut feature How High (2001). The plot 
follows the above mentioned Stoner Film Tem- 
plate pretty closely. Two bud smokers (played 
Method Man and Redman) engage 
silly quest (they try to get into, and then try to 
graduate from, Harvard), opposed uptight 
authority figure (the African-American dean), 
all ending conflagration which everyone 
gets stoned. 

But there are differences, also. First, the 
heroes aren't dolts or slackers. They're both 
ambitious, and one brilliant botanist. And 
the dope actually makes them smarter. Adding the 
ashes of a dead friend (hey, it’s still a stoner 
movie; later they smoke the corpse of John 
Quincy Adams), the botanist has developed 
strain weed that allows the user get all the 
right answers to any exam. 

that sounds more like cheating than recre- 
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ation, then maybe the wildly successful Harold 
@ Kumar Go to White Castle (2004) makes a better 
case for my argument, whatever it is. Again, 
the Template is followed (including the option- 

bowel movement, dropped 


joint, and a maddening cir- 
cularity). As in How High, the 
heroes are not dummies, but 
fact have already gradu- 
ated from Ivy League institu- 
tions. Harold works in a tony 
investment firm and Kumar 
has the know-how get into 
any medical school he wants 
to— if only he could bother 
himself to do so. Bored with 
this version the American 
Dream, they head off on the 
silly quest of the title, and, 
after many repetitious and 
bizarre adventures, return 
to their bourgeois existence, 
newly motivated and real- 
izing that there’s place 
like home. 

often happens under 
the influence of marijuana, 
time can play tricks with 
you, the sequel 
Kumar Escape From Guantanamo 
Bay, released four years 
later, actually takes place 
moments after the first 
one ends. [Note: Harolde 
Kumar spoiler The silly 
quest this time flight 
Amsterdam, so Harold can 
pursue his true love (and because pot there 
is, you know, legal). Here, the plot option 
of a novel, bizarre cannabis-delivery system 
(see number 4 on the Template’s “Optional” 
list) plays a major role, in this case a smoke- 
less bong Kumar has cooked elude the 
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on-flight smoke detectors. Caught by flight 
marshals (“It’s a bong!”), they get set up with 
orange jump suits and one-way tickets to 
Cuba. There they manage to escape the “cock 
meat sandwiches” and 
elude the uptight, idiotic 
authority the acting head 
of Homeland Security to 
somehow end up, in a mad- 
deningly circuitous way, 

in George W. Bush's den in 
Crawford, Texas. 

The commander in chief 
rolls up a joint of prime 
Alabama herb and shares it 
with our two heroes. Kumar 
objects to the inconsistency 
the president putting 
people jail for the same 
habit engages himself 
Noting that Kumar enjoys 
getting hand jobs (if not 
cock-meat sandwiches), but 
not so much giving them, 
the president concludes, 
“Yeah, well, that makes you 
a fuckin’ hypocriticizer too, 
so shut the fuck up! Now 
smoke my weed.” 

With that, he pardons 
the two all charges 
terrorizing. And, in effect, 
absolves, at least onscreen, 
all those who succumb to 
the temptation the evil 
weed. As Oliver Stone’s 
upcoming W. should dem- 
onstrate, the White House, 
not the nut house, is where the real reefer 
madness can be found. ©

With 
the help snow-plow operators, ambulance 
and police team eventually reached him. 
survived the attack, but ended up in court with 
some explaining do. seems the course 
investigating the shooting the island 
that emergency-room physicians are routinely 
sent for training to Baltimore, where such injuries 
are dime dozen police made unexpected 
discovery. MacFarlane’s home housed elaborate 
indoor pot-growing operation, with two rooms 
dedicated to cannabis cultivation and a third un- 
dergoing 

When you think of PEI, you probably come 
with crisp, clean-cut tourist-brochure 
images: lush and rolling hills, tranquil ocean 
beaches, villages of whitewashed cottages and, 
inevitably, the smiling face the island’s inde- 
fatigably cheery heroine, Anne of Green Gables. 
But while Lucy Maud Montgomery’s fictional 
Edwardian character maintained her Pollyanna 
disposition on the strength of nothing but her 
spunk and cheerily romantic vision how life 
should be, it seems modern-day islanders have 
discovered another way smile through the 
summer and avoid the blues during the bleak 
local winters. 

A recent issue of the Guardian, for instance, fea- 
tured the headline POLICE SEEK HELP FINDING MAR- 
IJUANA GROWERS, followed by a lurid story about 
local pot cultivators and warning the populace 
the lookout for suspicious activities along 
country lanes and farm fields. 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) 
spokesperson Sergeant Denis Morin, located 
the capital Charlottetown, admits that there 
something problem and his statistics prove 
it. The number plants seized through the end 
May (250) in areas of RCMP jurisdiction — exclud- 
ing the island’s four small cities, which have their 
own independent police departments already 
exceeds the 200 plants seized all 2007.

To be sure, PEI — where Canada’s province- 
by-province alcohol prohibition started first and 
ended last, in 1948 — is still largely a bastion 
clean-cut, yesteryear values. number 
island communities remain defiantly dry. But 
also home thriving cottage industry 
that includes both indoor hydroponic pot pro- 
duction — aided by the inexpensive electricity 
the island imports from Quebec and more 
daring coterie growers who take advantage 
the island’s perfect summer climate and endless 
fields of spuds, soybeans, and corn to pursue 
small-scale cultivation plein air. 


LIVE AND LET SMOKE 

Getting authoritative picture the 
pot industry difficult. The island largely rural 
with a relative lack of crime that translates into a 
thinness of policing. In fact, outside of the cities 
and a few larger towns, police are almost invisible. 
Perhaps, too, there’s an Anne of Green Gables-like 
refusal to admit to inconvenient truths. 

This past year, a study on the island conducted 
by the PEI Health and Education department 
revealed that almost half the 3000 island high- 
school and middle-school students surveyed are 
drug users, and almost percent graduating 
seniors had smoked marijuana. Those results 
were backed up by additional RCMP figures, 
which show that, outside growing operations, 
the RCMP and other island police forces together 
seized 1443 grams of marijuana in 2007 and 2608 
grams far 2008. 

Needless say, the survey was greeted with 
horror by authorities. But not everybody was 
alarmed: those same figures and survey results 
also suggested greater acceptance drug use 
among the population large something that 
may deep-rooted the largely libertarian atti- 
tudes of PEI and the Maritimes in general. 

While lacking the bombast similarly per- 
suaded Americans, islanders largely descen- 
dents prickly mixture French-Catholic 
Acadians, Scots-Irish Protestants, and migratory 
New Englanders are independent lot, and 
“Live and let live” unspoken credo. 

Indeed, more than three quarters the reader 

Tesponses the pot article 
the Guardian (which boasts that it 
“covers PEI like the dew”) were 
strongly against enforcing pot 
laws. “This war pot total 
national disgrace!!!!,” wrote a 
commenter with the handle 
Downeaster home. “My heart 
goes out the young folk that 
regularly criminalized for 
this activity.” Frank chorused: 
“I'm personally encouraging all 
citizens PEI turn blind eye 
marijuana cultivation.” 

Officialdom not immune 
such sentiments either. 
July 2003, when Marc Emery, 

crusade make pot legal 
Canada, performed his trade- 
mark stunt getting high 
public, Charlottetown 
police looked the other way 
and refused his invitation 
arrest and prosecute. 


Even more significant, Ralph Thompson, 
Provincial judge Summerside, PEI’s second larg- 
est city, gained and helped 
spawn flurry enforcement action Ottawa 
tossing out routine marijuana case 
March 2003. 

Thompson argued that marijuana prosecu- 
tions nationally were conducted unevenly, and 
medical-marijuana use, it seems, had provided 
out for number Canadian smokers pre- 
vious trials across the country. So in his lengthy 
ruling, he concluded that “All residents of 
Canada, wherever they are situated, are entitled, 
in fairness, to expect a uniformity of approach 
from the Federal Crown, wherever performs 
its prosecutorial function. Until such time 
the law changed Parliament, the higher 
courts provide ruling which will enable such 
approach,” continued, “this charge involving 
the simple possession of marijuana will not pro- 
ceed in this court.”

BORDER PATROL 

Canadian agricultural policy adds further com- 
plexity the picture. Unlike its neighbor the 
south, which adamantly refuses to legalize the 
production of hemp, marijuana’s tame cousin, 
Canadians have been free grow the pot look- 
alike for its fibers and soil-enhancing properties 
since the late 1990s. At least a few island farm- 

ers Mike Nabuu, executive director the Prince 
Edward Island Federation Agriculture, has 
idea how many have given the low THC 
try, which conceivably could make easier for oth- 
ers to hide marijuana in plain sight. 

have heard that, the past, pot plants 
would sometimes intermingled with tobacco 
plants, because they’re tall enough hide the pot 
plants from aerial surveillance,” says Nabuu. He 
notes, however, that tobacco longer grown 
guerilla growers have had become 
more imaginative. 

Many the mainstream farmers Nabuu rep- 
resents for the most part prosperous bunch 
this “Garden the Gulf” aren’t paying much 
attention the burgeoning industry. Potatoes are 
big business here PEI, not mention dairying, 
and berrying. The group’s members are more con- 
cerned about rocketing fuel costs and new provin- 
cial crop-rotation mandates, says Nabuu. 

But pot production could have wider 
consequences. Though not specifically focused 
on PEI, a 2007 DEA report, “The National Drug 
Threat Assessment,” states that New Englanders 
are getting more and more marijuana from north 
the border. ironic reprise the States’ 
Prohibition era, when enterprising Maritimers 
good living supplying the with gin and 
whisky, the DEA says pot and hard drugs are now 
coming south land from such places Quebec 
and New Brunswick, and via ocean shipments 
emanating from the Maritimes general.

love revivalist barbecue joints, but 
what about revivalist burger pal- 
aces? Can one revive something that is, 
unlike barbecue, universally American, 
and steeped in personal nostalgia? 

The first principle of hamburgers was 
enunciated by Calvin Trillin when, in 
1970, he casually told Life magazine that 
Winstead’s, in his native Kansas City, 
served the best hamburger in the world. 
Pressed on this point in a later inter- 
view, he explained that “Anyone who 
doesn’t think his hometown has the best 
hamburger place in the world is a [now 
politically incorrect term for an effemi- 
nate male}.” Of course, after a genera- 
tion, a revivalist burger place becomes 

a hometown place, so in 20-odd years or 
so, someone writing in this space might 
proclaim B.Cood to have the best ham- 
burger in the world. 

Now, my own hometown burger 
place no longer exists, and my objective 
judgment over many years is that Mr. 
Bartley’s serves the best burger in Creater 
Boston. But on my recent burger safari, 
covering lots of other highly regarded lo- 
cal burgers, things did fall rather neatly 
into three categories. (I ruled out super- 
yuppie burgers, Kobe beef burgers, and 
1-beef burgers.) My standard order 
was a cheeseburger, cooked medium 
if asked, and served with French fries, 
except for one instance in which Mrs. 
Nadeau arrived first and ordered me 
sweet-potato fries

but a meatball sub consumed dur- 

ing a drum-corps rehearsal break. (Ah, 
meatball subs! Readers are invited to 
e-mail suggestions for a future safari.) 
But in fact Peter did have fond memories 
of SIMCO’S ON THE BRIDGE (1509 Blue Hill 
Avenue, Mattapan, 617.296.3800), a place 
known mostly for its hot dogs. Off we 
went, then, toward Mattapan Square. 
Simco’s is strictly take-out, so we ate the 
cheeseburger and fries ($6.52) in Peter's 
car. It was a very decent burger: double 
patty, both well done, with a good bal- 
ance of beef and char flavors, white pro- 
cessed cheese, white sesame bun, and 
nothing to interfere with the ketchup, 
onions, and beef. What impressed were 
the French fries, which were crusty in 

a way that suggested the double-fry- 

ing pommes-soufflé technique and had 
a custardy smooth inside. The hot dog 
($2.86), alas, is apparently not what it 
used to be. 

On the ride to our next burger, we may 
have discovered why. There’s now a second 
Simco’s, at the even-more-unlikely loca- 
tion of 679 Canterbury Street in Roslindale. 
While it is theoretically possible to have 
a chain with superior burgers or hot dogs 
(Winstead’s now has 10 locations), the 
usual result is dilution. 

Onward to Jamaica Plain’s other con- 


Street, Jamaica Plain, 617.524.2345). You 
might consider this a bar burger, but 
Doyle’s, though more famous for politi- 
cians and new batches of Sam Adams 
than for burgers, is possibly our neigh- 
borhood hamburger. It’s an entirely 
serviceable burger ($7.20), a bit less than 
half a pound, served on a standard bun

EAGLES DELI (1918 Beacon Street, 
Brighton, 617.731.3232) is properly a col- 
lege burger, but it serves as a hometown 
burger for adjoining Brookline and 
Brighton teens. The deli has a shtick 
with giant stacks of half-pounders, 
and it maintains an “Eagles Challenge” 
board for the vultures who've eaten the 
most burgers and patties at a sitting. 
Adam Collette of Tufts was the first to 
be so recorded, after knocking down 
31/2 pounds of beef and five pounds of 
French fries. He was then joined by BU's 
Sean Reilly, with three and three. The 
“Reilly Burger,” served with five pounds 
of fries and a drink, is now listed on the 
menu for $25, but will only be served to 
one person. The third name on the list is 
Paul Jones, apparently an independent 
scholar, who once ate four pounds of 
beef and five pounds of French fries. For 
$35 you can try the same thing, along 
with 20 slices of cheese. The Eagles 
Challenge Burger ($50) stands atop the 
menu, with five pounds of beef, 20 
slices of cheese, 20 pieces of bacon, five 
pounds of French fries, a fountain drink 

Reilly needed three), and — don’t try 
this part at home — a half-sour pickle. 

I had what most people have, the 
King-Kong Burger ($7.50), a wide-body 
half-pounder on a plain bun, with two 
slices of white processed cheese and 
maybe a half pound of French fries. 

I have to say that this is a hometown 
burger as I remember them, with that 
notable beefy flavor that came from low- 
grade lean beef ground in a mixture with 
high-grade steer belly. The plain trim- 
mings, with ketchup and onion, deliv- 
ered a classic burger experience. If I were 
going to eat multiple pounds of beef, this 
is what it should taste like. The problem 
is the French fries, frozen-tasting and 
overcooked to crisp cardboard. I'd never 
be able to eat Reilly-esque quantities of 
fries this bad. My choice of drink, iced 
tea, was even worse. It came from an urn 
handily painted “House Recipe.” In my 
house, we use ice. 

Still, until enough time passes, this is 
your hometown burger. 


REVIVAL BURGERS 


B.GOOD (455 Harvard Street, Brookline, 
617.232.4800) seems to have started this 
revivalist fad, and it’s up to four loca- 
tions. We like Brookline because it looks 
like a hometown burger place, being a 
lovingly converted gas station that has 
its own parking. Like almost all revival 
burger places, it has brushed-steel 
chairs and a lot of shiny surfaces. Un- 
like any other, it has a lot of nutritional 
information and insists on serving your 
burger on a whole-wheat bun. It’s also 
hard to get an ordinary cheeseb 
here. I eventually ordered a “Cous 
ver” ($5.99) served with lettuce, 
and pickle, and added (real ched 


cheese for 49 cents. The patty, despite

single-digit fat-gram count, is the best: 
char, beef, and a bit of juiciness. But 

it has to fight the bun and the overly 
flavorful trimmings. And though the 
fries are made from real (unfrozen) po- 
tatoes, they're not made all that well: 
they aren't greasy, but they aren’t really 
crisp, either. So close . . . maybe B.Good 
is only the double-patty option (99 cents) 
and some secretly reintroduced trans 
fats away from greatness? Typical of 
most burger places I really like, the grill 
guys aren’t native English speakers. 
(Russian at B.Cood in Brookline; Brazil- 
ian Portuguese at Eagles Deli; Greek at 
Simco’s; Spanish at UBurger.) 

UBURGER (636 Beacon Street, Boston, 
617.536.0448) has a great pun in the name, 
if you get a little German; it also has the 
perfect location for campus greatness. But 
it’s opening more branches and the place 
already has a bit of franchised predict- 
ability creeping in. The UCheeseburger 

$4.25) is attractively priced, but the meat 
just isn’t special, despite the soft bun (20 
cents more gets you the whole-wheat bun 
that would ruin it completely), the yellow 
processed cheese, the Spanish onion, the 
Russian dressing, the pickle — all the right 
trimmings. Uburger does have fine French 
fries: real potato taste in the semi-skin-on, 
shoestring style that McDonald's delivered 
at their peak in the 1970s and ’8os. 

FOUR BURGERS (705 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 617.441.5444) has the catchy 
slogan “Which One Are You?” on their 
staff T-shirts. Evidently Freud and 
Jung have left the building and every- 
one can be described as either beef, 
vegetarian, turkey, or salmon. I’ma 
beef with cheese ($7), which is a little 
pricier than most revival burgers but 
rather delicious. It comes with real 
cheddar, a sesame bun, and predictable 
trimmings, and doesn’t have much 
char flavor. Shoestring fries, check. 
Brushed-steel chairs, check. Deadly 
chocolate milkshakes, a plus. Irony 
number one: this space used to house a 
restaurant named for the master faster, 
M.K. Gandhi. Irony number two: the 
Four Burgers owner also owns the 
Blarney Stone in Dorchester, home of a 
disqualified bistro burger (actually four 
micro cheeseburgers served as an ap- 
petizer, $9) that I actually prefer to the 
one served here. 

FLIPPIN’ BURGERS (216 Sumner Street, 
Newton, 617.795.2022) is the sleeper of 
this category, a place started by three 
Asian-American partners in a too- 
small location barely visible off Beacon 
Street. But a sandwich sign out front 
d to “Try our tasty burgers,” and I’m 
glad I did. This place is so amateurish, it 
doesn’t even have brushed-steel chairs. 
So amateurish it uses only Angus beef. 
So amateurish it's trying to market 
its special sauce (honey-mustard- 
mayonnaise with a real kick) out of a 
six-seat storefront, with maybe three 
more seats on the bench outside if it 
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isn’t raining. So amateurish it serves 
the sides of caramelized onions and 
mushrooms (75 cents each) cold. The 
cheeseburger ($6.65) is a nice 1/3- 
pound size, and while the Angus beef 
is a little too refined to fight that 
sauce, it’s still a juicy burger, a little 
rounder like the Bartley’s classic. The 
default side is very good onion rings, 
a nice change from French fries (75 
cents extra), which aren't great here. 
I think maybe the grill guy speaks a 
little Chinese at home 


BAR BURGERS 

When | was a kid, we couldn't go into 
bars, so a bar burger could never be a 
hometown burger. I suspect they weren't 
that tasty, either. But now they are. As 

a class, bar burgers are bigger, better 
tasting, and cost more than the others 
reviewed here. The suspension of health- 
food anxieties probably helps. 

The DRUID PUB (1357 Cambridge Street, 
Cambridge, 617.497.0965) by day is a quiet 
place. The cheeseburger ($10) includes 
super steak-cut fries, with perhaps a little 
teo much flake salt. The patty is a solid 
nalf-pound, also salted, with an out- 
standing grilled onion. A Brooklyn Lager 
($5) has fewer calories than a milkshake. 
Possibly the grill guy had to learn Gaelic 
in school. 

The JOSHUA TREE BAR & GRILL (1316 Comm 
Ave, Allston, 617.566.6699) is never a quiet 
place. There’s background music, a loud 
young crowd, and a PA system over which 
someone runs a trivia contest. Visually, 
we had TVs tuned to two different baseball 
games, a poker tournament, and boxing. 
With the PA system blaring, this large 
room is kind of like a high-school cafeteria, 
only with beer, TVs, and higher seating. 

I wouldn't have looked for a burger here, 
except that right on its sign, in foot-high 
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MIRACULOUS The half-pound cheeseburger, like everything else

letters, the Joshua Tree claims to have 
Boston's best burgers. Assertions like that 
have investigated. The cheeseburger 
is “The Patriot” ($6.99) — football, not po- 
litical. The patty has odd but familiar 
cheap-beef taste I don’t favor, but that 
vanishes in the white bun with the red 
onion, pink tomato, and my addition of 
ketchup. It’s a solid half-pound. The ac- 
cidental sweet-potato fries, not so easy to 
do well, are quite enjoyable. Service isn’t 
great, and it would have taken a loud long 
time to get an order of regular French 
fries, so Joshua Tree gets to rest on the 
sweet-potato fries, unless it makes claims 
about them on the marquee. 

I missed the burger when | first re- 
viewed MIRACLE OF SCIENCE (321 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge, 617.868.2806), a wonderful 


minimalist bar, but noticed list 
favorites. In general, this organization 
does everything impeccably. The cheese- 
burger ($9.50), a flat half-pounder, cooked 
medium to order, is no exception. The 
beef-char ratio is perfect and there’s an 
unprecedented selection of cheeses: pep- 
per jack, blue cheese, cheddar. This safari 
format compelled cheddar; it had actual 
and complementary flavor. There’s no 
French fries. Instead you get their fabu- 
lous home fries. Brewed iced tea ($1.75) 
was the real thing. The only off note, 

like the slight error in a Persian rug that 
avoids offending Allah, was a slice of a 
freight-car tomato in August. ©

It didn’t take long for Moriane Joseph to want to give something back to her 
fellow students at MGH Institute of Health Professions.

July 28, news broke that 
the Massachusetts Educational 
Financing Authority (MEFA) had 


fallen hard times, and the 26-year-old 
nonprofit college-loan agency was suspend- 
ing all lending efforts due capital-market 
dislocation. Roughly 40,000 loans 
reported $510 million were issued 
this year, the good times are officially 
Students who depended the agency 
help finance their college educations 


MEFA issued this grave-sounding statement 
in the wake of the news: “As disruptions in the 
capital markets continue, MEFA regrets that at 
this time we have been unable to secure fund- 
ing for 2008-2009 academic year education 
loans. While we continue to pursue every pos- 
sible option, raising the necessary funds to of- 
fer fixed-interest-rate private-education loans 
is taking longer than originally projected and 
has become even more challenging. Thank you 
for your patience during these unprecedented 
economic times.” 

The timing was unfortunate, to say the least. 
MEFA confirmed its woes just before August 1, 
when many tuition bills come due. The media 
was quick to pounce on MEFA’s troubles as a mas- 
sive crisis, but is the truth quite so bleak? 

Well, yes and no. The circumstances that 
forced MEFA under do indeed indicate a grim 
forecast for the national economy; however, local 
students have options — albeit at a price. 


going have look elsewhere for cash. 


OTHER PEOPLE’S MONEY 


Economic times might be tough, but for what it’s 
worth, local college administrators don't appear 
particularly alarmed. “It seems like more of an incon- 
venience than a crisis,” says Patricia Reilly, director of 
financial aid at Tufts University. 

While MEFA’s loans were by far the most at- 
tractive, thanks to their fixed rate, there are other 
choices. Federal PLUS loans, at an interest rate of 
8.5 percent, are available to parents of dependent 
students. And other federally backed lending pro- 
grams — namely low-interest Stafford and Perkins 
loans — are out there for students who qualify, 
though the amounts you can borrow through such 
programs is limited, and there are need-based eligi- 
bility requirements. 

Students are also free to prowl the private- 
lending jungle, populated by non-federally- 
backed lenders offering variable-interest rates. 

Though MEFA officially announced its plight at

the end of July, those in the know had been bracing 
for this eventuality for some time. For anyone look- 
ing, the writing was on the wall. According to Tom 
Graf, president of MEFA, the agency had been in 
touch with parents, students, and colleges as early 
as winter 2008, warning them that funds might 
dry up due to economic tumult. Ostensibly, college 
financial-aid offices were aware of the precarious 
situation long before the news was confirmed, and 


should have communicated it to parents. 
Many colleges and universities are sensitive 
Cc LIN ARY AR to the circumstances, and are giving Massachu- 
BA G & DA RTS. setts students extra leeway and guidance when 
it comes time to pay up. At Tufts, where tuition 


is $37,952 per year and about half of all students 
receive some kind of financial aid, approximately 
250 students relied on MEFA. Reilly says that 
Tufts’ financial-aid office contacted all families 
who had borrowed from MEFA in the past to in- 
form them of other options. 

“The most common [alternative to MEFA] is 
the Federal PLUS loan,” says Reilly. “The interest 
rate is slightly higher than MEFA’s was last year. 
We also have private loans listed on our Web site 
that we recommend people look at — variable- 
rate loans.” 

She adds that deadlines will be more flexible 
for families who formerly borrowed through 
MEFA. “There’s more paperwork and more last- 
minute running around,” Reilly admits. “But I 
haven't had anyone come back and report that 
they couldn't get funding.” 

“If you go to the store and there’s fewer brands 
of cereal, that doesn’t mean you still can’t buy ce- 
real at all,” says Daniel Barkowitz, MIT's director 
of student financial aid and student employment. 
“It’s not a crisis. It’s unfortunate for the students 
who've used [MEFA] in the past. It’s unfortunate 
that they'll need to seek out other lenders. But the 
tendency to panic isn’t warranted.” 

Barkowitz is circumspect of MEFA’s troubles. 
“The higher-education financial landscape 
changes all the time,” he says. “Since ’92 there’s 
been an explosion in this business in terms of 
volume. It may be a natural part of the cycle, 
boom, and busts.” 


THEY WARNED 


MEFA is more subject to those vagaries than 

are banks. “One of the benefits of MEFA is that 
they’re not using private-capital funding — their 
strategy has been to use tax-exempt municipal 
bonds, the way highways and bridges are fund- 
ed,” explains Barkowitz, who used to work for 
MEFA. “And right now the bond market is hav- 
ing real problems.” So, on the plus side, MEF/ 
was able to lock in loans at a lower interest rate 
than other lenders; the downside, however, was 
that their footing was much less secure. Another 
bonus of MEFA was its approval process — loans 
were approved not based on income level but on 
FICO score (an individual's credit worthiness); 
anyone with a score over 660 was automatically 
granted a loan. 

MEFA’s Craf is quick to discuss his organiza- 
tion's community-mindedness — with branches 
focused on investor education, college-savings 
plans, and guidance-counselor training — and 
underscores the agency’s vulnerability. “This has 
been some time coming,” he admits. “We started 
to see cap markets’ difficulty in September. Not 
just MEFA, but all kinds of nonprofit lenders were 
having a great deal of difficulty and were unsuc- 
cessful going to market. That problem continued 
through spring and summer, where nobody was 
able to secure funds for the new year — liquidity 
dried up.” He emphasizes that MEFA’s non-loan 
programs will continue. 

But if MEFA knew this issue was looming, 
why were so many people caught off guard? “We 
honestly believed we'd be in the market,” says 
Craf. “And I visited nearly every school; we spent 
a lot of time in the schools and community and 

really talked directly to the schools and to the stu- 
dents through letters and e-mail. And we'd said 
we'd let people know by the end of July if we could 
secure funds, but we needed to be honest.” 

He also notes that potential customers can 
sign up for monthly MEFA e-mails to find out the 
latest on the agency’s financial health. For those 
who were paying attention, it seems, the blaring 
news headlines shouldn't have been such a shock. 
Unfortunately, most people's eyes glaze over when 
it comes to the details of college lending.

UNCERTAIN FUTURES 


Not everyone agrees that consumers had fair 
warning. At Wellesley College, 55 percent of stu- 
dents receive financial aid to offset the school’s 
$47,967 annual tuition. Consuela Valdez answers 
the phones at the school’s financial-aid call cen- 
ter, soothing parents and students who want to 
know where their money’s going to come from. 

“There's been lots of desperation. | talk to 
about five parents a day about the MEFA prob- 
lem,” she says. During the past week, she esti- 
mates that she’s counseled roughly 30 families. 
Fortunately, Wellesley students can take heart: 
the administration understands that many fami- 
lies were blind-sided by the MEFA news, and will 
work with them to make ends meet. 

“We're not holding parents accountable,” 
says Valdez. “We're being more understanding 
about deadlines and we're trying to help par- 
ents with the difference. We try to juggle their 
monthly payment plan. They can appeal for fi- 
nancial aid. It would be cruel not to understand.” 

Valdez also cites the Federal PLUS loan as a 
popular alternative, though she points out that — 
with a two-percent difference in their interest rate 
(a MEFA loan hovered around six per: «nt last year; 
the PLUS loan is 8.5 percent) — the difference is ap- 
preciable. “When you're borrowing $100,000, the 
interest rates make a difference,” she says. “It’s a 
big deal because it’s taking away people’s comfort. 
This is making [America’s economic instability] 
more real. If it weren’t for Wellesley helping them, 
with this economy, they wouldn't be able to come 
back to school.” 

Jaime Cibson, 27, is facing just such a plight. 
The Babson College graduate student claims to 
have been caught unaware that his MEFA loan 
might not come through. “I first learned about 
what happened on the local news,” he says. “The 
part that upset me the most was the fact that I 
called Babson Financial Services back in June ask- 
ing about the MEFA loan, and they told me that 
MEFA would come out with their rates mid July,” 
he says. “I called again in mid July and they told 
me that they would know by the end of July. And 
then I found out in the news that they weren’t 
going to be able to provide loans. I sat around 

and waited all summer for the loan, only to find 
out I would not be able to get it.” 

Gibson is currently waiting to hear back 
about a loan from Citibank, but as he points out, 
“The MEFA loan was a fixed rate. These other 
loans are variable.” He hopes to be green-lighted 
this week; until then, his academic funding re- 
mains uncertain. 

Yet MEFA’s Graf insists students should 
not despair. “We're still trying to raise money 
for this year. Students and parents borrow 
all through fall and all through winter; a lot 
of families have a need. We’re hoping in the 

short-term, in the spring semester, we'll come 
back,” he says. In the meantime? MEFA has set 
up a toll free hotline for students and families: 
800.809.0571. And remember: you're not alone. 
Similar scenarios are playing out for state agen- 
cies in lowa, Michigan, Montana, and Pennsyl- 
vania. Alternative funding is still available . . . 
at a price. 


DEVAL THE RESCUE? 


Last week, Governor Deval Patrick floated a pro- 
posal to channel both public and private funds 
into MEFA bonds. Potential sources for the rescue 
funding include state pension funds and private 
colleges. This move could resurrect the state-man- 
aged loan program. Though no specific plan or 
timetable had been settled at press time, investing 
in MEFA bonds, which go on sale later in August, 
could expand the options for students. 

According to MEFA’s Tom Graf, “There are still 
some students looking for a loan, looking for a 
good loan — and we [routinely] make loans right 
through September” for the upcoming semester. 

So for students who haven't yet locked in a 
higher-interest loan, there may be a light at the 
end of the tunnel for as early as this fall. Craf says 
MEFA will work with students who already secured 
higher-interest loans to resolve things. Those stu- 
dent would, however, have to negotiate with their 
current lender to satisfy their debt.

architecture degree on the side 
and maybe throw in some Ital- 
ian? This way, if couches and 
dining-room tables become a 
thing of the past in 2030, you'll 
always have a Career as a trans- 
lator to fall back on.

But it’s not only about loving 
a bargain. Some students see 
triple majors as an intellectual 
feat. “Multiple majors and 
minors present a particular 
kind of challenge and sense of 
satisfaction because it entails 
pursuing a subject in some 
considerable depth and mov- 
ing from one question to an- 
other question to another set 
of questions,” says Jackson. 

In some cases, the chal- 
lenge of balancing three sets 
of course requirements may 
be appealing more for that 
“wow” factor than for the ce- 
rebral rush. 

“Everybody gasps with awe 
when you say you're triple ma- 
joring with minors and a full- 
time job and 24 hours of community service a 
week,” Jackson points out. 


This search for the “wow” may be a value a 
student embraces even before the first day of 
school. Some kids arrive at college dreaming of 
piling on the credentials. Penelope Trunk, au- 
thor of Brazen Careerist: The New Rules for Success, ex- 
plains that when students are taught to be over- 
achievers in high school, they confuse the yard- 
sticks for success in that closed environment 
with what brings success in the real world. 

“They get ahold of this idea in high school 
that there needs to be something unique 
about them,” she says, “and they mistake 
what makes them unique in high school for 
what makes them unique in adult life.” 

In other words, a student whose hours in 
the library brought him a 4.0 GPA and glitter- 
ing prizes at Central High assumes the same 
overachieving tactics are the keys to success 
in college and beyond. 

Another high-school souvenir that over- 
achieving students bring with them to col- 
lege are Advanced Placement (AP) exams. 
Passing these subject-specific exams while

still in high school allows ambitious students 
to bypass some introductory college courses, 
which in turn makes it easier for them to 
jump into multiple majors because they 
have more free-credit time. Ironically, in the 
same way that these tests help students get 
more majors, the measure of success in the 
AP world is also defined in terms of quantity 
not quality. The top level of AP scholardom 

is established more by how many AP exams a 
student takes than by his actual scores. 

Yet the skills that allow students to suc- 
ceed on AP exams and thrive in triple majors 
may not translate to suc- 
cess after graduation. “It's 
proven that people who get 
straight A’s are not neces- 
sarily successful in the 
work world,” Trunk says. In 
fact, Trunk argues that em- 
ployers may even hesitate to 
hire a triple major. 

“It’s a red flag that the 
person didn’t do anything 
that they had to structure 
themselves,” she says. While 
a student pursuing a single 
major is left with time to ex- 
plore African dance and wine 
tasting, the triple major is 
confined to a strict set of re- 
quired courses. 

Clare Dunsford, an asso- 
ciate dean at Boston College, 
explains that some of the 
most meaningful under- 
graduate experiences may 
not be rewarded by a credit. 
“I try to encourage [students] 
to think beyond credentials,” 
she says. “It’s less creative to 
follow the rules.” 

Moreover, following the 
rules may indicate to an em- 
ployer that you aren't ready 
for the independence of a 
world where a list won’t tell 
you: “take Bio 101. . . take 
French 4... now, gradu- 
ate.” “It conveys that you're 
desperate for a structure of 
school system around you,” 
Trunk says. 

Eric Lowery North, direc- 
tor of campus recruiting for 
BearingPoint, a major man- 
agement-consulting firm, on 
the other hand, sees listing 
a double or triple major ona 
résumé as a positive. “It defi- 
nitely gives them a little bit of 
an advantage. It attracts atten- 

tion in a positive way. There's 
so many different angles from 
which to look at an applicant, 
that we're really looking to see 
how well-rounded the person 
is. If the person brings more 
to the table with degree specializations, they’re 
more competitive,” he says. 

“For students who pursue a major in the- 
ater or a foreign language, the double major 
can make a lot of sense. Often, they like the 
security of another major,” says Dunsford. 
When you realize you don’t have the jaw line 
of Brad Pitt, it may be nice to have a business 
degree to fall back on. 

Yet for the typical student, according to 
Trunk, the way to stand out is through such av- 
enues as internships, jobs, extracurricular activi- 
ties, and volunteer work. In fact, Trunk advises 
that the trick to becoming a competitive job ap- 
plicant may not even be found in the classroom. 

“Be an athlete, be a cheerleader. That 
makes you extremely employable,” she advis- 
es, noting that some Boston companies will 
only look at résumés of athletes.

HIGH-QUALITY CINEMA Great stop-motion animation is better than bad CGI. 


long time ago, bricks-and-mor- 
tar soundstage far, far away, the last 
great Star Wars movie was made. The sad 
truth is that, since that day in 1982, many of 
the parodies, mockumentaries, riffs, mash 
ups, and fanboy homages out there in inter- 
stellar cyberspace have been far better than 
any actual Star Wars film. 

Hardware Wars, Spaceballs, Chad Vader , The 
Family Guy’s “Blue Harvest” episode, Eddie Iz 
zard’s “Death Star Cantina” bit (the stand-up 
version, or the Lego re-enactment) — each 
more entertaining than, say, that awful 
Attack of the Clones scene where Anakin and 
Padmé go ga-ga, gamboling with the tick- 
cows in a digitally rendered Naboo field. Or, I 
suspect, the forthcoming computer-animat- 
Star Wars: The Clone Wars, which George 
Lucas finally surrenders to his CGI fetish and 
gets rid live human beings entirely. 

One of the best parodies around is Seth 
Creen & Matthew Senreich’s stop-motion 
Robot Chicken: Star Wars (Warner), which aired 
on Adult Swim last summer and has just 
been released on DVD. One almost wonders 
spite blessing and participation. 

First, fair warning: the main feature here 
is over quickly. It’s s just 22 rapid-fire minutes. 
But the extras, which include deleted scenes 
and short making-of documentaries about 
production design, puppet fabrication, and 
stop motion, are just entertaining. 

For a show as gleefully crude as this one, 
it’s remarkable how much work and crafts- 
manship go into each lightning-fast set 
piece.

Her memorable characteriza- 
tion added to the play. At Gloucester Stage, 
the able Nancy E. Carroll does not embellish 
the part though with her crack timing she 
wrings much deadpan comedy from Sister's 
clipped ripostes.

Lewis D. Wheeler is equally 
fine. open-faced yet vigorous young man, 
Wheeler’s Flynn can handle a basketball 
while wearing dress. More important, his 
incredulity and frustration Sister Aloysius’s 
ruthless persecution seems wholly genuine. 
the same token, relaxes rather smugly 
into his couch male authority. 

The other crucial character young 
eighth-grade teacher Sister James, who pro- 
vides what circumstantial evidence there 
against Flynn. Torn between the egotistic 
adamancy her superior and the warmth 
that makes her want to believe in Flynn, the 
earnest young teacher finds the bubble her 
simple belief quite burst. Melissa Baroni puts 
some flint into this cowed, cloistered Gidget, 

making her rough introduction the title 
commodity poignant. In a smaller role, Kort- 
ney Adams brings a crisp pragmatism to her 
scene as Mrs. Muller, mother of the school’s 
lone African-American student, the 
nate loner Flynn suspected seducing with 
altar wine and sympathy. Rather than rallying 
behind Sister Aloysius’s “righteous cause,” the 
conflicted woman, who just wants her son to 
graduate and thinks the priest’s attention 
least partly boon, begs the nun back off.

The battery powering Michael C. Smith’s 
“Streets Color” photography exhibit Les- 
ley University — and electrifying its subject, 
Boston’s Caribbean Carnival — is spectacle. 

n one photo, the queen of a mas (as in 
masquerade) band grooves down a street dur- 
ing the Carnival parade. Her swaying hands 
up, a smile across her face, she’s wearing 


wutfit, with gold boots, and giant 


greer range wings and red plumes. 
Another shot shows a mas-band king as a riv- 
eting dream in black and gold, trailing great 
green flags, with green heads sprouting from 


the end of curving arms on his costume, and 
three lion heads scowling down from a pole. 
King and queen costumes rise as much as 15 
feet tall big that built wheeled 
carts that hitch to the performers. 

The exhibit’s 37 color photos from 2005 
to 2007, plus three plumed headdresses, 
serve as an appetizer for the Carnival, 
which celebrates its 35th anniversary this 
month. The main event, the Carnival pa- 
rade on August 23, offers streams of vividly 
costumed, scantily clad masqueraders 
shaking their booties Djs and steel-drum 
bands playing soca and calypso plus some 
spooge, reggae, salsa, and zouk. 

Smith, who lives in Milton, has pho- 
tographed the festival since 1983. He’s 
electronics engineer who grew 
Trinidad before moving to Boston in 1977. 
He’s served the organizing com- 
mittee, the Caribbean-American Carnival 
Association of Boston. 

Here presents photos costume de- 
signers paired with shots their sketches, 
images teams dancers, shot girl 
with her face painted with pink and orange 
butterfly wings. His best photo is a monu- 
mental shot of a monumental woman in 
a red bikini, beaded epaulets, and a crown 
decorated with orange plumes, red pom- 
pons, and peacock feathers. army sim- 
ilarly dazzling women follow behind. Smith 
photographs their leader from below, giving 
her epic look part queen, part warrior, 
part showgirl. 

This great photo bit exception 
the group; Smith tends to be an average doc- 
umentary photographer. His prints (some 
which are pixelly) are more interesting for 
what shows than for how shows it. 
But what shows astonishing troupes 
costumed paraders decked out like Day- 
Glo butterflies tropical birds. They radiate 


megawatts color and fabulousness and 
sexy heat. 

“When the Carnival costume finished 
and you see out there, you think you’re 
Las Vegas,” Ken Bonaparte Mitchell, the 
founder of the Boston Carnival, tells me 
when | call him at his home in Jacksonville. 
“They never went to art school. They had 
no professional training. They invented it 
themselves.” 

The Boston Carnival is part of a tradition 
that has spread across the Caribbean, North 
America, and Europe. arose from the 
parties of 19th-century French plantation 
owners in Trinidad as well as celebrations by 
African slaves there after they were eman- 
cipated in 1833. One photo shows a woman 
from the Mudd Band slathered in mud —a 
tradition said to trace back to freed slaves 
imitating the French colonists who had 
imitated them sort mud blackface. 
Smith: “I think when you look at where it 
came from, as best as I can tell, we started 
playing this Carnival putting these 


costumes mimicking the slave masters. 
When they had their masquerade ball, these 
people would looking the window.” 

The Carnival also has roots the Catholic 
tradition drinking and eating and dancing 
too much, generally letting loose (think 
Mardi Gras), before the Lenten period 
ritual fasting and prayer that precedes Easter. 
(In Trinidad, Carnival takes place on the two 
days before Ash Wednesday, but deference 
chillier weather the local festival 
is held in August.) 

Mitchell says immigrated Boston 
from Trinidad in 1968, at the outset of a large 
influx Caribbean people this area. “The 
economic situation back home was not very 
good. People wanted explore better job op- 
portunities, better education opportunities.” 
By the early ’70s, he was living in Dorchester 
and working as senior security coordinator for 
Boston public-housing developments. And he

“I decided when I left there in ’72 that I 
need to see if we can have our own festival 
here the Boston area. noticed that the 
festival Brooklyn seemed have been 
social-econo asset there. gave lot 
social clout and opportunities the com- 
munity. And thought did the same 
thing Boston, could benefit likewise.”

This year’s Carnival boasts four main 
events. The Kiddies Carnival, a costumed 
children’s parade, takes place at White Sta- 
dium in Franklin Park on August 17. The 
King and Queen Competition Reggie Lewis 
Center, 1350 Tremont Street, starts at 6 pm on 
August 21. “J’ouvert” (“daybreak”), a sort of 
opening parade, begins around August 
Blue Hill Avenue and Morton Street. It’s 
followed the grand masquerade Carnival 
parade beginning midday Martin Luther 
King Boulevard and Street and end- 
ing at Blue Hill Avenue at Franklin Park. (For 
good guide events, Smith’s site, 
www. bostoncarnivalvillage.com.)

ou could find just about any kind 
of jazz you wanted on the three 
stages at the JVC Jazz Festival in 
Newport last weekend: jazz as 
heavy metal (Marco Benevento 
as twee prog (Jacob Fred Jazz Od- 
yssey), jazz as history lesson (George Wein’s 
Newport All-Stars), jazz as avant-trad im 
port (Empirical), jazz as pop funk (Herbie 
Hancock), jazz magazine-cover glamor 
Christian Scott, Esperanza Spalding), jazz 
as Latin diaspora (Cuillermo Klein y Los 
Guachos), jazz African bebop (Lionel 
Loueke), jazz as R&B (Aretha Fanklin), jazz 
as lingerie-buying background (Chris Bot- 
ti), and jazz as jazz (Warren Vaché, Wayne 
Shorter, Sonny Rollins). 

There were plenty other spinoffs, but 
perhaps the most telling of any current trend 
was the post-rock contingent, which in- 
cluded Benevento, the Jacob Freds, Christian 
Scott’s quintet, and, most provocatively, the 
Brian Blade Fellowship. Blade is a first-call 
drummer among the jazz elite — he was also 
appearing the festival regular member 
of the Wayne Shorter Quartet. But the Fel- 
lowship have been his pet project since their 
first disc in 1998. At the Pavilion Stage on 
Saturday, they played a chunk of their lat- 
est, Season of Changes (Verve). Led by Blade and 
composer/pianist John Cowherd, the line-up 
includes star guitarist Kurt Rosenwinkel, but 
this resolutely ego-less bunch. The songs 
gest beautifully arranged and detailed 
olk rock, with carefully cued entrances and 
exits and layered, brooding themes. 

The group ethic predominates over 
the individual that the first song, “Stoner 
Hill,” was played straight through without 
a single solo. The Fellowship line-up also 
includes two crack reedmen — alto/bass- 
clarinet man Myron Walden and tenor-sax 
Melvin Butler — as well as one of the best 
drummers in jazz and a jazz-guitar vision- 
ary, so they can’t help sounding like jazz. 
But when you pretty much declare your 
indifference the improvised solo, 
discarding an idea that’s been central to the 
music since Louis Armstrong. 

It hardly mattered — the Fellowship 
were compelling just about every turn. 
Certainly the audience was unconcerned: 
the 500-plus who filled the chairs and over- 
flowed the open sides the Pavilion tent 
were rapt for the Fellowship’s 75 minutes 
on the stage. When Butler solo’d, it didn’t 
matter that his passage served more 
structural bridge than improvised per- 
sonal statement the audience hooted and 
hollered anyway. watch, the first 
full-blown solo came from Rosenwinkel, 
nearly a half-hour into the set. (Although,

ZACH HILL | ASTROLOGICAL 
STRAITS | ipecac | Zach Hill has built 
a reputation as a frenetic drummer, 
propelling his band Hella through 
tightly wound squalls of noise and 
jagged melodies with great force. On 
his first solo release, he indulges in an 
unrestrained torrent of challenging 
yet tuneful rock. With Hella moving 
toward more conventional songs on 
their most recent release , Astrologi- 
cal Straits is an outlet for Hill to blurt 
out all of his maddeningly abstract 
ideas and hammer them into shape 
It isn’t an extended drum solo: Hill 
transforms his kit into a lead instru-
